sure. 
This is due to the fact that 


there have -been several recent acci- 
dent, cases in which the plaintiffs are 
alleging that the accident was due 
to improper headlights on the car 
of the other motorist. The stata 
law provides t' ^-t if 'an accident oc- 
curs at night • me a car does not 
have the propor headlights, 
this 


fact shall be prima facie evidence 
of negligence.. 


The industrial commission also 


reports that in some localities prog- 
ress is .being, made in securing ac- 
tive enforcement of the headlight 
law. 
In common with all 
other 


traffic laws and regulations, the en- 
forcements of this law rests entire- 
ly with the local authorities, and in 
many places the police officers have 
failed to do'anything. The difficulty 
lias been that they have not as yet 
peen given candlemeters, which are 
just as necessary to measure light 
as is the speedometer to 
measure 


speed. Quite a few of the larger 
cities now, however, have equipped 
their police departments with ca-n- 
dlemeters and Milwaukee is putting 
in a complete testing station.

Roll JSto Larger Than 


Last Year 


Falling way below the early pre- 


diction that 8,000 students would be 
registered' in the 
university this 


fall, official enrollment figures given 
out . by Registrar W. D. . Hiestand 
show that this 
fall's registration 


will be almost 'identical with that of 
last-year. About 7,000 regular stu- 
dents is the registrar's prediction. 


Because of the size of the task of 


registering- so many the registrar's 
office has not yet been able to pre- 
pare figures for a comparison with 
last year by colleges and classes. 
Registration at the close of the first 
week is practically the same as reg- 
istration on the corresponding day 
last- year, and late registrations are 
coming in at the same rate.

In the midst of the present campaign it is curious to con-

sider the changes wrought on the surface of American politics

from the time of the rise of Wilson's-star in 1912 to its approach- 


: 
ing eclipse in 1920. 


Some of the main actors in the 1920 caste were on the stage 


in 1912 but most of them were playing different roles. Warren 
G. Harding made his debut in national politics in 1912 when he 


j 
made the nominating speech for Taft at the Republican con- 


* 
verition. Roosevelt had just denounced as "robbers" Lodge, Pen- 
rose; Root and the other Old Guard leaders who are still dom- 
: 
Inant in the party and the Roosevelt delegates bolted the con- 
vention, lead by Henry Allen of Kansas, then a battler at Arma- 


; 
geddon, now the darling of the reactionaries because of his 


' 
creation of an industrial court while governor of Kansas. Harding 
made a nominating speech punctuated with boos and cat-colls 
in which he flayed Roosevelt and his followers and paid tribute 
to Taft as "the greatest progressive of the age." 


Cox in 1912 was making his first successful campaign for 


the governorship of Ohio. Bryan had nominated Wilson and 
played his part as the Warwick of the campaign. 


The issues dealt with in 1912 were as different from the is- 


sues of 1920 as day from night. Wilson and Roosevelt vied with 
each other in denouncing the Money Power, the trusts, the tariff 
barons, and all the beneficiaries of special privilege who could be 
catalogued under the head of '*big business." Wilson went fur- 
ther than Roosevelt in denouncing these sinister forces. 
He de- 


clared that "the trusts are our masters now" and that "the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is a foster-child of the special in- 
terests. It is not allowed to have a will of its own." 


Speaking at Wilmington, Delaware in October, 1912, Can- 


didate Wilson proclaimed his progressiveism in words which fall 
strangely on the ears in 1920: 


"I tell you ladies and gentlemen I take off my-cap to Bob La Follette. 
^e has never taken his eye for a single moment from the goal he set out 
to reach. Ho has walked a straight line to it in spite of every temptation 
to .turn aside. . . .Taunted, laughed at, called back, going steadily on 
and not allowing himself to be deflected for a single moment, for fear he 
also should hearken and lose all his power to serve the great interests to 
which he had devoted himself. I love these lonely figures climbing this 
njrly mountain of privilege. But they are not so lonely now. I am sorry 
for my own part that I did not come in when they were fewer. 
There 


was no credit to come in when I came in. The whole nation had awak 
ened." 


An awakened nation in the November elections put Wood- 


row Wilson in the White House. Wisconsin, the home of pro- 
gressiveism, cast her electoral vote for the Democratic can- 
didate. 


The people waited for the struggle to dethrone the "mas-
